Applicant respectfully requests reconsideration of the final rejection mailed 
September 18, 2002, which was made final in error. In the first Office Action mailed March 
19, 2002, claims 3, 15 and 16 were objected to as being dependent upon rejected base claim. 
In response to that Office Action Applicant amended the application and attempted to place the 
claims containing allowable subject matter in condition for allowance. In response to the 
amendment, the second Office Action rejected all of the claims . In the Office Action Sununary 
it was indicated to be both final and unfinal because an X appeared in Box 2a and 2b of the 
Office Action Summary. In the detailed action paragraph 10 Examiner stated that this action 
is made final. Applicant submits that the Office Action was improperly made final because 
some of the claims were being rejected now for the first time. 
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In addition, claims 1,3,11 13-16 were originally rejected for double patenting 
based upon claim 1 of an identified co-pending application number. Applicant's attorney was 
unable to identify which application for the basis for the provisional double patenting rejection. 

Finally, in the first paragraph of the detailed action several limitations were 
referred to as not being defined in the specification, however, several of the limitations do not 
actually appear to be in the claim as amended by the prior amendment. 

Applicant submits with this request a petition for a one month extension of time.
